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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1, this claim is vague because the limitations *'RF grounding path" and "RF path*' 
appear to be the same element, but they are recited by different names. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 10-1 1 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Dishart et aL(5,999,134). 

Claim 1, Dishart discloses an RF grounding path(fig. 1, no. 50), a contact point(fig. 3, no. 
58) between the antenna(fig. 1, no. 20) and the grounding path(50), and a second RF grounding 
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contact(fig. 2, ground symbol) of the RF path to the metal frame(col. 7, lines 45-47) upon 
installation. 

Claim 2, windshield adhesive is disclosed(coL 8, lines 50-51). 

Claims 5-6 and 15, the above disclosed antenna is mounted in a front windshield before 
the windshield is installed. 

Claims 7 and 10-1 1, the adhesive at the contact point(64) forms a gasket(col. 7, hnes 43- 

48), 

Claim 13, the two glass layers(fig. 3, nos. 14 and 16) form a casing and have a contact 
area(64), a conductive path(fig. 1, no. 40) resides on the glass, and a conductive gasket at the 
contact area(coL 7, lines 43-48). 

Claim 14, capacitive coupling is disclosed(col. 7, line 48). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3-4, 8-9, 12 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Dishart in view of Essex advertisement of 2/27/02. 
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Dishart discloses a carbon loaded adhesive(col. 9, lines 1-23), but does not disclose the 
specifically recited adhesive. 

Claims 3-4 and 19-20, the Essex advertisement discloses the recited adhesives for 
improved fastening of windshields and to windshields. . 

Claims 8-9, Dishart discloses conductive epoxy adhesives(col. 7, lines 44-47; and col. 9. 
lines 1-23). 

Claims 12 and 17, GPS patches are well known in the art as antennas mounted in the 
windshield areas of vehicles(Dishart, col. 4, lines 7-11). 

Claim 16, silicon is a well known in the art additive for the type of gasket disclosed and 
referenced above. 

Claim 1 8, the use of silver as an additive in a conductor is disclosed in Dishart(col. 3, 
lines 37-40). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to use the adhesive disclosed in Essex with the windshield and antenna disclosed in Dishart for 
improved fastening of articles to windshields.
